Ira G. Hoitt Ha. Not Assigned for the 
Benefit of Creditors. 
S a n F rancisco. June 8th.—The Call will 
to-morrow publish a statement regarding 
the recent announcement that Ira G 
Hoitt, Superintendent of Public Instruc­ 
tion, had made an assignment. 
Such statement, it says, is entirely with­ 
out foundation.

The publication of the supposed fact of 
the assignment grew out of the circum­ 
stance that there was presented for record 
recently a deed by an assignee appointed 
fifteen years ago, and this was the founda­ 
tion for the eame. 
MILTMORE’S COURT-MARTIAL. 
It Will be a Notable One in Times of 
Peace. 
T ucson, June 8th.—The Court-martial to 
tfy Captain A. C. Miltmore, formerly of 
this city, will meet here to-morrow. 
The Court is one of the largest and most 
important that has been convened during 
times of peace, and it is expected that it 
will be here two or more months. 
Captain H. C. Carbaugh, Acting Judge 
Advocate, has been here from 8an Antonio 
for some time and has prepared his case 
with much care. 
He expects to maintain 
the charges that are made by the Secretary 
of War, which shows the enormity of the 
crimes charged. 
That Filibustering Scheme.

Los A ng eles, June 8th.—Jesus Figueroa 
and Jose Yorba quarreled at San Gabriel 
this afternoon, and Yorba fired two shots 
with a revolver at Figueroa, one ball 
taking effect in the latter’s stomach and 
causing a wound which it is thought will 
prove fatal. Yorba gave himself up to the 
constable at Alhambra and was brought to 
this city. 
He says that he had a quarrel with 
Figueroa over a game ot cards, and Figue­ 
roa followed him with a knife and that he 
fired in self-defense. This version of the 
afTair is corroborated by a man who saw 
the shootiDg. The latter, however, de­ 
clares that the real cause of the trouble 
was an old family feud. 
Seattle Items. 
S eattle (Wash.), June 8th.—The body 
of an unknown man was found hanging 
from a tree at Smith’s cave, north of this 
city, by a small boy this afternoon. The 
man had evidently climbed the tree, tied a 
long silk handkerchief to the limb and 
around hia neck and then hanged himself. 
The body of Charley Wagner, who was 
drowned in the harbor Friday, was recov­ 
ered to-day by his father.

Nothing was on the body by which the re­ 
mains could be identified. The man had 
been dead evidently a year.

Los A ng eles, June 8th.—The result of 
the bond election which was held yester­ 
day is not known yet. The vote was by 
the whole connty on tbe question of issuing 
$300,000 worth of bonds for the completion 
of the new Court-house. A very light vote 
was polled.

S an F rancisco, June 8th.—The Sheffield 
handicap, 135 yards, at Central Park to-day, 
was won by Clinton, with Campbell sec­ 
ond. Time, 13 seconds. 
ONLY ONE ESCAPED. 
Eight Pleasure Seekers Thrown Into 
Dorchester Bay. 
B oston, June 8th.—This morning eight 
young men started out in a sail boat. 
When about a mile from Thompson’s Is­ 
land, in Dorchester Bay, the boat was 
struck by a squall aud capsized. All but 
one were swimmers, but instead of trying 
to swim ashore they tried to climb ou the 
boat, which was so heavily ballasted that 
their weight would force her beueath the 
surface, leaving them struggling in the 
water.

An East-Bound Northern Pacific Train 
Held Up by Robbers. 


THE PASSENGERS NOT MOLESTED. 


An Organized Band of Smugglers 
Bagged in New York—A Broth­ 
er's Vengeance.

DARING TRAIN ROBBERY. 
An East-Bound Northern Pacific Train 
Held Up in North Dakota. 
St. P a u l, June 8th.—The Northern Pa­ 
cific east-bound passenger train, which 
arrived here to-night, was robbed by 
masked men near New Salem, North Da­ 
kota, last night. The engineer and firemen 
were surprised by two masked men climb­ 
ing over the tender and ordering the train 
s’opped at the point of revolvers. 
Express Messenger Angevine, bearing 
shots fired forward, and suspecting some­ 
thing, took $600 in money from the safe, 
put out tbe lights, and ran back two miles 
to New Salem. 
The mail car was first tackled by the rob­ 
bers. A number of registered letters were 
rifled, and then two of the robbers turned 
their attention to the express car. This 
they found deserted, much to their chagrin. 
The passengers were not touched. One 
of them put his head out of the window 
during the delay but was told to get his 
head back, and a buliet whizzed past his 
head as a reminder that orders had better 
be obeyed. 
A posse of men with the Sheriff left 
Mandan this morning for the scene of the 
robbery. 
The robbers compelled the engineer to 
break in the door of the postal car. 
Only four masked meo were seen at any 
time. The district around New Salem is 
peopled by quiet. law-abidiDg settlers. 
The robbers are presumed to be people 
unknown in that part of the country. 


8MUGGLER3 BAGGED. 
They Brought Ready-made Clothing, but 
Forgot the Duties. 
N ew Y ork, June Sth.—Five men are now 
in Ludlow-street jail and two more men 
are out on bail on charges of smuggling. 
Those in jail are John Hart, John Hughes 
and John Baker, petty officers on the 
steamer City of New York, and John La- 
thin, head barkeeper, and John Murdock, 
ship store-keeper on the City of Chicago. 
Those out on bail are Edward Baxter, dock 
clerk, and John Ford, chief cooper, both 
employed by the Inman line at Jersey City. 
The specific charge against Lathin and 
Murdock is that on May I3th last they 
brought into Jersey City a lot of ready­ 
made clothiDg on which they evaded the 
duty. The arrests would have been made 
then, but the vessel sailed before the matter 
could be brought home to the pair. 
Hart, Hughes and Baker are said to be 
wealthy Liverpool citizens, who made 
comfortable fortunes by just such practices 
as that for which they are now under 
arrest. 
"The men who did the smuggling we've 
got,” said Inspector Brftton to-day, "but 
the receivers are those we are after, and 
the public will be greatly surprised when 
they learn who and how many are con­ 
cerned in the matter.” 
Four of the Inman steamers are now in 
trouble in connection with smuggling. 
They are the City of Chester, City of New 
York, City of Berlin and City of Chicago. 


DR. PATTON TALKS BUSINESS. 
He Goes After Those Who Twist Script­ 
ure to Suit the Age. 
P rinceton (N. J.), June 8th—The exer­ 
cises attending the one hundred and forty- 
third annual commencement of PriDceton 
College began this morning with the bac- 
calureate sermon by Dr. Patton. 
In speaking of the study of the Bible 
and the methods of its interpretation, Dr. 
Patton said: “There are men who stand 
in our pulpits and preach on the patience 
of Job and the moral courage of Daniel, 
who find material for sentimental sermons 
in season, and entertaining sermons on the 
social follies of the day, and practical ser­ 
mons on the importance of sleep or the 
need of restraining the imagination, 
but who are silent respecting the 
tremendous 
fact of sin and dog­ 
matic significance of atoning blood. 
I do not say such men are handling the 
word of God deceitfully, for I am willing 
to have them plead guilty, if they prefer, 
of literary incapacity and unscholastic 
stupidity, that prevents them from seeing 
that the bleeding Christ is the central fact 
of Scripture. 
Cultivate discrimination, 
seize npon the master thoughts, get hold of 
the big end of all questions, rest your opin­ 
ions in broad and deep rational founda­ 
tions, follow great trains of evidence and 
do not halt for minor difficulties, and do 
not let trifles feed doubt. 
“We formulate our faith in creed state­ 
ments, and after a century or two find that 
the church and creed are not in exact ac­ 
cord. There is nothing to wonder at. It 
is the same old question of the letter and 
the spirit. Science of ethics is becoming 
the science of what is, rather than what 
ought to be, and if the doctrine of right 
succeeds at all, it is the determination that 
whatever is is right. 
"In the name of reason I protest against 
this tendency in thought. I refuse to ab­ 
dicate under the terrorism of popular senti­ 
ment. Historic movement, as well as the 
actions of individuals, must be gauged by 
fixed principles. We cannot eliminate 
doctrines because we do not like them, nor 
can we insert new ones ourselves because 
popular clamor calls for them. W hat is 
written is written, but it will be read with 
different emphasis in different periods, and 
will be interpreted in the light of burning 
questions of these periods, and will be 
brought into relation with science and 
philosophy. Do not hastily assume that 
every great movement is an inspired move­ 
ment. I have no faith in the inspiration 
of large masses of men.” 


SULLIVAN’S HIGH PRICES. 
The Boston Puncher Wouldn’t Look at 
Ten Thousand Dollars. 
P ittsburg, June 8th.—In an interview 
John L. Sullivan, the pugilist, speaking of 
the eflort of certain parties to get up a match 
between McAuliffe and himself, said; 
“W hat’s the use ot these people talking 
about a meeting between me and McAuliffe 
at present? Why, I would not look at 
$10,0CO. They had better talk about $15,000 
to $25,000 when they want to secure the 
champion. I am making a very comforta­ 
ble living at present, and will »ot talk busi­ 
ness with anybody until I have met and 
talked with that Mississippi Judge, who is 
so anxious to make my acquaintance. 
There are a lot of people trading on my 
reputation just now, and to do more of it 
they must come to my price. I bar nobody 
when the money is in view. In the mean­ 
time I have nothing to say.”

The “Chamydon ot the South” is Cham­ 
pion No More. 
M em ph is, June 8th.—Ed. Burke, who is 
styled the champion heavy-weight of the 
South, and Jos.

SENATOR JONES ON SILVER. 
He- Say» It Must be Free Coinage or 
Nothing Witt. Him. 
W a s h in g t o n , June Sth —A p ress repre­ 
sentative talked with Senator Jones of Ne­ 
vada to-day about silver matters. Since 
his recent brilliant speech in the Senate on 
silver Mr. Jones has occupied a very envi­ 
able position among Washington states­ 
men. “Nevada may be a ’rotten borough,’ 
but she has produced more silver and 
brains than a good many other boroughs.” 
said Senator Voorhees yesterdav, in speak­ 
ing of Senator Jones’ recent speech. 
“Senator Jones, how do you like the sil­ 
ver bill passed by the House on Safurdav 
inquired the correspondent. 
“You mean how I dislike it?" laughed 
the Senator. "Well, it is by no means 
what we wanted and what Western people 
demanded. It simply makes a commodity 
of silver bullion. We wanted silver coin­ 
age, and this is what we got from the 
House when the bill came over on the 
Senate side. We will pa9s a free coinage 
bill or nothing. We will not favor any 
compromise measure. In the conference 
between both houses on the matter I am 
hopeful that the House will accede to the 
demand of the country for silver coinage. 
We will impress upon them very forcibly 
the fact that if we are to have any silver 
legislation at all this session it must be 
something very nearly approaching the 
free coinage of silver.” 
"W hat would be the effect of the enact­ 
ment of tbe so-called Wiudom bill into a 
law?” asked thoreporter. 
"W hy it simply provides for the storaga 
of silver bullion and issuance of certificates 
thereon, without bringing the addition of 
metal money into circulation. Some sav 
that it is better than no bill at all, but I am 
inclined to believe matters would be as 
well or better uader the present law ou 
this subject.” 
SILVER It* THE SENATE. 
Indications That the Bill Will Be Dis­ 
posed ot Tliie Week. 
W a s h in g t o n , June 8th —The discussion 
of the silver question will be resumed in 
the Senate to-morrow, the bill that was 
passed by the House on Saturday being 
substituted for the pending measure on the 
Senate calendar, fhis will facilitate the 
disposition of the matter. 
It is believed that a vote on the bill will 
be reached before the end of the week. It 
is also believed that the bill as it shall pass 
the Senate will provide for tbe purchase of 
four and one-half million ounces of silver 
monthly, the certificates issued in payment 
to be legal tender for all debts and redeem­ 
able in lawful money. 
TOO MANY WILSONS.

W ash in g to n. June 8th—There are four. 
W U sods who are members of the House, 
and once in a while the presence of so 
many persons with a common family name 
occasions slight mistakes in the record pro­ 
ceedings of the House.

Wilson of Missouri, a Democrat, was re­ 
corded as voting in favor of the passage of 
the bill, whereas-he voted against the pas­ 
sage, while Wilson of Washington, a Re­ 
publican, was put down among those wht> 
opposed the bill, although he voted in 
favor of it. 
The error was caused by the clerk read­ 
ing the name of Wilson of Washington be­ 
fore that of Wilson of Missouri, thus 
changing the order on the roll.

Washington, June8th.—The legislative 
appropriation bill will be reported early 
this week and Senator Allison expects to 
have it passed before the week ends. There 
are several appropriation bills on the cal­ 
endar in the House and it is the intention 
to dispose of these with expedition in order 
to avoid embarrassment to the public serv­ 
ice by delayed appropriations at the be­ 
ginning of the next fiscal year. The 
Public Buildings Committee is making 
strenuous efforts to secure another special 
order to rescue a batch of bills hung up. 
The Wootl-Pnlp» Indiuiirry. 
“The great wood-pulp industry of this- 
country,” said Dr. J. C. Austin, the chem­ 
ist, “is due to the accidental discovery 
that when wood chips or shavings are 
boiled with water and bisulphite of lime 
they lose nearly all their fibrous character, 
and become soft almost to pulpiness. Be­ 
sides this, the powerful chemical bleaches 
the wood to a certain extent, and destroys 
nearly all foreign matter. 
The discovery 
was made by a German, and the first 
factories were built in the land of the 
Kaiser. The process was introduced into 
this country and utilized, but in a short 
period was so much improved upon by our 
native inventive talent that it no longer 
bears any resemblance to the German 
system. The output of wood-pulp and 
wood fiber is now up in the hundreds of 
thousands of tons per annum. 
“Our Canadian cousins,” continued Dr. 
Austin, “have also gone into the business 
on a large scale and are beginning to com­ 
pete with us. At a little town called 
Mille Yaches, about thirty-five miles 
above the Saguenay, a British company 
has started the largest sawmill and pulp 
factory in Canada, and one of the largest 
in the world. The works are on the edge 
of a vast forest, and can deliver their pro­ 
duct straight from their rooms to the deck 
of a ship o? steamer. Nearly all the wood 
pulp made is consumed by paper-makers, 
who are enabled by its use to produce 
paper at less than two-thirds of what it 
formerly cost. The extent of the business 
can be easily imagined from the fact that 
at least ten manufacturers are million­ 
aires, and that each one made his. fortune 
from wood pulp. The best wood for the 
manufacture is the white hireh, which pro­ 
duces the finest grade of paper, hat nearly 
all ordinary grades are more or less avail­ 
able.”

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THE QUESTION OF LOCAL IMPROVF.- 
MENT. 
It is understood that the City Trustees 
will this morning fix the date upon which 
the special election shall he held to ascer­ 
tain the will of the people concerning the 
issuance of improvement honds. Of course 
the Board will fix the earliest possible 
date, for the matter has already been 
sadly delayed, and the season in which 
efiective work can lie done is rapidly 
passing. 
e take it that there will be very little, 
it any, objection to the issuance of the 
bonds. Certainly there will be less the 
more the people study the question. It 
is not proposed that all the bonds shall 
issue at once, and that we shall immedi­ 
ately create obligations of large amount 
upon which interest will have to be paid. 
On the contrary, while the authority must 
be conferred upon the Trustees, that body 
will not put forth more bonds than are 
absolutely necessary to further the spirit 
of improvement now animating the people 
The proposition is one that, it seems to 
us, ought to address itself with convincing 
force to every voter. It is a simple ques­ 
tion, “ Shall the city, as a whole, bear 
some small cost of improving the streets; 
so much, indeed, as under the old system 
it bore; that is, the sum which is equal to 
the cost of intersection work?” If this is 
not a question that should be answered in 
the affirmative, then by general taxation 
no cost of city government should be 
borne. 
Property-owners now hear the 
great burdens of taxation, personal prop­ 
erty largely escapes, and such as is 
assessed, it is, and loug has been 
charged, does not appear at anything like 
true value. Why should not the city at 
large, therefore, the people who use the 
streets but own no property upon them, 
pay a small proportion of the cost of con­ 
structing good highways, as well as liear a 
portion of any other municipal charge? 
We apprehend that if anyone under­ 
takes to answer the question he will uot 
advance beyond the reply that it is con­ 
ventional to assess the cost of street work 
upon the adjacent real property, and that 
we should continue in the groove because 
it is a groove. Yet there are towns and 
cities where the cost of all public im­ 
provement of this order is borne by the 
whole community, and in such communi­ 
ties the judgment obtains that the system 
is a wise one, and an equitable distribution 
of necessary burdens. 
An objection that may be raised is that 
.numerous owners of property have in the 
recent past borne the whole expense of 
street improvement in front of their prop­ 
erty, and therefore it is manifestly unjust 
to now charge u¡>ou them any jmrtion of 
the cost of other street work. But it is to 
lie replied that the Legislature, not the 
city, is chargeable with the change in the 
law that brought about the abandonment 
of the system when street intersections 
where paid for out of a fund raised by 
general taxation. That departure was not 
approved by the people of this city, and if 
we recall history accurately there was 
oi>en protest against it at the time the bill 
was discussed. But be that as it may, the 
question now is, what is best for the 
present and the future, not what have 
been our errors or misfortunes in the past. 
Every foot of street work done this and 
Alie next season will inure to tbe benefit 
of all property throughout the city. We 
cannot facilitate ingress to the town by 
good roads without benefiting all business, 
-all-trades, all legitimate labor, and hence 
«very jierson in the city will be a gainer 
directly. 
Street improvement upon a 
broad scale will tend to invite greater de­ 
sirable , population; to stimulate home­ 
building ; to encourage better architectu­ 
ral construction ; to bring in greater capi­ 
tal for investment; to make those now in 
tlie city more content with it; to stimu­ 
late pride in our homes; to give character 
to the Capital City—and all these things 
will tend to increase the assessment roll 
and decrease the rate of taxation. 
We look, therefore, upon the proj>osi- 
tion to 1 >orrow of the future a reasonable 
sum—certainly it is not a large one for a 
city of the im[>ortance of this—as an 
economic projection, an investment that 
will bring a larger, more direct and 
speedy return than any other the people 
can m a k e._________ ___________ 
SILVER. 
The silver bill which passed the House 
-on Saturday by sixteen majority provides 
for the purchase of four and a half mill­ 
ions of bullion each month, in payment, 
for which the Treasury is to issue its notes 
calling for coin, and which notes are to be 
a legal tender for all debts of persons or of 
the Government. It is also provided that 
such notes may be held and counted as re­ 
serve which hanks are required to keep. 
When the price of silver in the market 
reaches par, for 371.2-5 grains fine, the free 
coinage of silver is to commence. Those 
silver men in favor of immediate free coin­ 
age arc not satisfied with the measure, 
while those who do not believe that the 
Government should pay a premium in the

AWAY COURSES. 


The school census in San Francisco is 
completed. 
It develops that there has 
been an increase of but a few hundred 
children over the returns of last year. 
What is most astonishing is the report 
that while the births—for 1889-90 ex­ 
ceeded those 'of the preceding year by 
nearly four thousand, the children who are 
within school age have not greatly in­ 
creased. The proportion of births to the 
population estimated upon school returns 
has been fairly kept up for some years, but 
somehow the infants disappear before they 
reach school age—five years. Here is a 
problem of a sociological type that ought 
to interest statisticans, and others as well. 
Probably the truth is that the census re­ 
turns of children within school age were 
up to the taking of the census of last year 
grossly doctored, for two purposes, to 
lighten the enumerator’s labors and to 
secure as large a slice as possible of the 
State school fund. We are strongly in­ 
clined to believe the present census return 
of school children is tolerably correct, and 
that at last we have got down to the fig­ 
ures upon which to estimate the true pro­ 
portion of children of school age to adults 
in San Francisco. That the rate which 
obtains at the East in great populous cen­ 
ters cannot be applied to so cosmopolitan a 
place as San Francisco is certainly true for 
that reason, and because also the propor­ 
tion of single to married persons is so 
much greater in California than in the 
older communities of the East. 


T h e San Francisco Alta comments at 
length upon what is supposed to be the 
refusal of the Supervisors of Sacramento 
county to order the preparation of a new 
Great Register. It devotes nearly a col­ 
umn to the subject, pointing out the 
unreliability of registers three or four 
years old, and the invitation they extend to 
the vicious to perpetrate frauds. The 
Alta will be pleased to learn that the 
Supervisors of Sacramento county have 
ordered a new register. 
One difficulty 
here that rendered a new registry neces­ 
sary was the failure to comply with the 
law when the late precinct registers were 
ordered. Instead of obeying the statute 
that commanded the officials to limit 
the voters in each precinct to a given 
maximum, there were some precincts that 
had twice too many names enrolled upon 
the register. This year it is the purpose 
to see to it that the law is obeyed, and 
that the precincts are not made larger 
than contemplated by law. 


T h e man who informed against the con­ 
tractors in the matter of the alleged cheat 
in the wall construction in the New City 
Hall, San Francisco, turns out to be an 
ex-convict, and he is bitterly assailed in 
consequence. 
But, if his story should 
prove to be true, it will exemplify the old 
saying, “set a thief to catch a thief.” It 
ought to make no sort of difference who 
Hanks, the informer, is, or what was his 
past, in this matter of thorough examina­ 
tion of the walls. Thus far his story has 
been found true, and it seems improbable 
that all the “fillings” uncovered could have 
been done by him, since they are at 
widely separated points, and besides it is 
unlikely that a single bricklayer, working 
on a wall with twenty or thirty others, 
could dump barrows full of sand and de­ 
bris into wall cavities and close them 
over with solid masonry without discovery 
of the cheat by the bosses or his fellow- 
workmen.

T h e best public sentiment will approve 
the bill introduced to prevent the export 
of liquors to the tribes upon the Pacific 
Ocean islands and to the savages of Africa. 
But while it will he admitted that we will 
he conserving humane purposes by refus­ 
ing to sell “fire-water” to the island In­ 
dians and to the benighted of Africa, the 
thought will present itself that, unless 
other civilized nations act in like man­ 
ner, the heathen will not he benefited. 
Unless the Dominion authorities were in 
agreement with the United States Gov­ 
ernment in forbidding the sale of liquors 
to North American Indians, our refusal to 
sell would amount to little, and such will 
lie the case in the present instance, unless 
all other nations join with us in this mat­ 
ter. However, if the bill becomes law, we 
will have the consolation of knowing that 
we have done what we could to attain the 
desired end. 


T h e report comes hv wire that ice has 
taken such a jump upward in the Eastern 
market that the poor are likely to be great 
sufferers, by reason of the advance in the 
price of perishable food for which refrig­ 
erators have to be used in the summer. 
The last winter was a very mild one at the 
East, and the scarcity of ice is the natural 
resuit. But with the improved methods 
now employed for the manufacture of ice, 
it does seem a little strange that more 
factories have not been established. For, 
as we understand it, it has been demon­ 
strated that ice can he made, under latest 
processes, at a cost not greater than that 
attaching to cutting, hauling and storing. 
If so, it is obviously the economic thing to 
do to manufacture rather than to store the 
natural product, since by manufacture the 
supply can always be made adequate for 
the demand.

It really looks as though the old-fash­ 
ioned circular race courses were doomed, 
at least so far as high class racing is con­ 
cerned. As far back as 1883, says the New 
York Spirit, we advocated “straightaways,” 
as we perceived the tendency toward rich 
Btakes, large fields and heavy specnlation 
with reduced distances. One of our most 
accomplished engineers has estimated that 
a horse running on the outside of another 
horse for the distance of one mile on a cir­ 
cular track covered some fifty feet more 
than the inside horse. This is bad enough, 
but in shorter races, like six furlongs, it is 
in some respects worse, especially in view 
of the greater pace, and the horse which 
gets off behind has to go up on the outside, 
and in makiDg tbe turn swings so wide 
that his chance is lost. It is this which 
causes variations of form aud the best 
horse is frequently beaten. 
Mr. Pierre Loriílard has for years been 
foremost in urging straightaways, as he 
has in everything progressive and in keep­ 
ing with the new condition of racing af­ 
fairs. 
“Some of your horses seem to be back­ 
ward in point of condition. 
Your lot 
show speed enough, but several of them 
seem to stop. Your filly Kildeer got off 
bad and had to run around her field'. Had 
she got away with the leaders she would 
have won,” we suggested. 
“Well, I don’t expect to start my good 
two-year-olds over round courses after this 
meeting.” said Mr. Lorillard. “Hereafter 
I will race them only over straight courses, 
like those at Westchester. Monmouth Park 
and Coney Island. You can’t get a true 
run race over round courses.” 
“No, unless your colt is first class, he 
cannot overcome his field in rounding the 
turns after he has got off in the rear.”” 
"Yes, the turns do it, especially when the 
field is large. A man isn't justified in 
backing a horse for any great amount.” 
“Don’t you think ail races under a mile 
should be run over straight courses?” 
"Certainly, and horses should be tried 
over straights. I think I shall built a 
straightaway halt or three quarters at 
Rancocas. By having cohs accustomed to 
run over straight courses they will run bet­ 
ter, and by trying them over straights, such 
as they rnn their races over, you can get a 
more correct trial. This idea of training 
and trying over a round track to run races 
on a straight causes mistakes.” 
Ca lifornia's great yearlings. 
The ninety odd yearlings sent from this 
county to New York last week were large 
strapping, tine-looking youngsters, and by 
to-day will be creating a sensation in New 
5 ork. Sneaking of the consignment, the 
Spirit says: “Mr. Easton’s great sale of 
Mr. Haggin's yearlings, bred at the Rancho 
del Paso stnd in California, will be held 
June 16;h. At this sale one hundred head 
will be sold, by such renowned sires as the 
Australian bred Darebin and Sir Modred 
the Irish bred Kyrle Daly and the native 
sires, Joe Daniels, Warwick, Hyder AH and 
Milner, and a colt by St. Blaise, dam Maud 
Hampton, the dam of King Fox, Ban Fox 
Kiug Thomas (the $40,000 yearling) and 
Silver King, who last year sold for $22,000. 
In these days when two-year-old racing 
plays the most conspicuous figure of our 
turf the necessity is great for colts which 
mature early.

California bred colts 
are at least six months advanced in growth 
and maturity over those bred this side of 
the mountains.

Peaches and 
apricots are doing finely. Barley will be 
ready to harvest in a few days. 
West Butte—A. S. Noyes. The weather 
for the week could not have been better 
for gram, and in fact for fruit and vegeta­ 
bles it has beeu all that could be wished. 
Wheatland—Wiiliam Lumbard. Grain 
looks very poor, and the yield will be much 
lighter than estimated. ’ 
Woodland—J. R. Springer. The north 
wind of the past week has cut short the 
strawberry crop, but has kept off the rust 
from the summer-fallow grain. All crops 
are dotng finely, and grapes are setting 
heavily. 
Nicolaus—Alva Pendleton. The first of 
the week was cool, and the last half warm 
and sunshiny, with a rising temperature. 
Having continues. 
Newcastle—C. H. Kellogg. Hay-cutting 
has just commenced here. 
Georgetown—C. M. Fiizgerald. There 
were very light frosts on the mornings of 
the 1st and 2d, no damage resulting there­ 
from.

THE QUESTION OF LOCAL IMPE0VF.- 
MENT. 
It is understood that the City Trustees 
will this morning fix the date ujion which 
the special election shall lie held to ascer­ 
tain the will of the people concerning the 
issuance of improvement bonds. Of course 
the Board will fix the earliest possible 
date, for the matter has already been 
sadly delayed, and the season in which 
effective work can lie done is rapidly 
passing. 
II e take it that there will be very little, 
if any, objection to the issuance of the 
bonds. Certainly there will be less the 
more the people study the question. It 
is uot proposed that all the bonds shall 
issue at once, and that we shall immedi­ 
ately create obligations of large amount 
upon which interest will have to be paid. 
On the contrary, while the authority must 
be conferred upon the Trustees, that body 
will not put forth more bonds than are 
absolutely necessary to further the spirit 
of improvement now animating the people 
The proposition is one that, it seems to 
us, ought to address itself with convincing 
force to every voter. It is a simple ques­ 
tion, “ Shall the city, as a whole, bear 
some small cost of improving the streets; 
so much, indeed, as under the old system 
it bore; that is, the sum which is equal to 
the cost of intersection work ?” If this is 
not a question that should be answered in 
the affirmative, then by general taxation 
no cost of city government should be 
borne. 
Property-owners now hear the 
great burdens of taxation, personal prop­ 
erty largely escapes, and such as is 
assessed, it is, and long has been 
charged, does not ajqiear at anything like 
true value. Wliy should not the city at 
large, therefore, the people who use the 
streets but own no property upon them, 
pay a small proportion of the cost of con­ 
structing good highways, as well as bear a 
portion of any other municipal charge? 
We apprehend that if anyone under­ 
takes to answer the question he will not 
advance beyond the reply that it is con­ 
ventional to assess the cast of street work 
upon the adjacent real property, and that 
we should continue in the groove because 
it is a groove. Yet there are towns and 
cities where the cost of all public im­ 
provement of this order is borne by the 
whole community, and in such communi­ 
ties the judgment obtains that the system 
is a wise one, and an equi table distribution 
of necessary burdens. 
An objection that may be raised is that 
numerous owners of property have in the 
recent past borne the whole expense of 
street improvement in front of their prop­ 
erty, and therefore it is manifestly unjust 
to uow charge upon them any portion of 
the cost of other street work. But it is to 
be replied that the Legislature, not the 
city, is chargeable with the change in the 
law that brought about the abandonment 
of the system when street intersections 
where paid for out of a fund raised by 
general taxation. That departure was not 
approved by the people of this city, and if 
we recall history accurately there was 
o¡>en protest against it at the time the bill 
was discussed. But be that as it may, the 
question now is, what is best for the 
present and the future, not what have 
been our errors or misfortunes in the past. 
Every foot of street work done this and 
the next season will inure to the benefit 
of all property throughout the city. We 
cannot facilitate ingress to the town by 
good roads without benefiting all business, 
all -trades, all legitimate labor, and hence 
«very person in the city will be a gainer 
directly. 
Street improvement upon a 
broad scale will tend to invite greater de­ 
sirable . population; to stimulate home­ 
building ; to encourage better architectu­ 
ral construction; to bring in greater capi­ 
tal for investment; to make those now in 
the city more content with it ; to stimu­ 
late pride in our homes; to give character 
to the Capital City—and all these things 
will tend to increase the assessment roll 
and decrease the rate of taxation. 
^ 
We look, therefore, upon the pro]»osi- 
tion to borrow of the future a reasonable 
Blml—certainly it is not a large one for a

SILVER. 
The silver bill which passed the House 
on Saturday by sixteen majority provides 
for the purchase of four and a half mill­ 
ions of bullion each month, in payment, 
for which the Treasury is to issue its notes 
calling for coin, and which notes are to be 
a legal tender for all debts of persons or of 
the Government. It is also provided that 
such notes may be held and counted as re­ 
serve which banks arc required to keep. 
W hen the price of silver in the market 
reaches par. for 371.25 grains fine, the free

T h e school census in San Francisco is 
completed. 
It develops that there has 
been an increase of but a few hundred 
children over the returns of last year. 
W hat is most astonishing is the report 
that while the births—for 1889-90 ex­ 
ceeded those ’of the preceding year by 
nearly four thousand, the children who are 
within school age have not greatly in­ 
creased. The proportion of births to the 
population estimated upon school returns 
has been fairly kept up for some years, but 
somehow the infants disappear before they 
reach school age—five years. Here is a 
problem of a sociological type that ought 
to interest statisticans, and others as well. 
Probably the truth is that the census re­ 
turns of children within school age were 
up to the taking of the census of last year 
grossly doctored, for two purposes, to 
lighten the enumerator’s labors and to 
secure as large a slice as possible of the 
State school fund. We are strongly in­ 
clined to believe the present census return 
of school children is tolerably correct, and 
that at last we have got down to the fig­ 
ures upon which to estimate the true pro­ 
portion of children of school age to adults 
in San Francisco. That the rate which 
obtains at the East in great populous cen­ 
ters cannot be applied to so cosmopolitan a 
place as San Francisco is certainly true for 
that reason, and because also the propor­ 
tion of single to married persons is so 
much greater in California than in the 
older communities of the East. 


T h e San Francisco Alta comments at 
length upon what is supposed to be the 
refusal of the Supervisors of Sacramento 
county to order the preparation of a new 
Great Register. It devotes nearly a col­ 
umn to the subject, jwinting out the 
unreliability of registers three or four 
years old, and the invitation they extend to 
the vicious to perpetrate frauds. The 
Alta will be pleased to learn that the 
Supervisors of Sacramento county have 
ordered a new register. 
One difficulty 
here that rendered a new registry neces­ 
sary was the failure to comply with the 
law when the late precinct registers were 
ordered. Instead of obeying the statute 
that commanded the officials to limit 
the voters in each precinct to a given 
maximum, there were some precincts that 
had twice too many names enrolled upon 
the register. This year it is the purpose 
to see to it that the law is obeyed, and 
that the precincts are not made larger 
than contemplated by law. 


T h e man who informed against the con­ 
tractors in the matter of the alleged cheat 
in the wall construction in the New City 
Hall, San F'rancisco, turns out to be an 
ex-convict, and he is bitterly assailed in 
consequence. 
But, if his story should 
prove to be true, it will exemplify the old 
saying, “set a thief to catch a thief.” It 
ought to make no sort of difference who 
Hanks, the informer, is, or what was his 
past, in this matter of thorough examina­ 
tion of the walls. Thus far his story has 
been found true, and it seems improbable 
that all the “fillings” uncovered could have 
been done by him, since they are at 
widely separated points, and besides it is 
unlikely that a single bricklayer, working 
on a wall with twenty or thirty others, 
could dump barrows full of sand and de­ 
bris into wall cavities and close them 
over with solid masonry without discovery 
of the cheat by the bosses or his fellow- 
workmen. 
T h e best public sentiment will approve 
the bill introduced to prevent the export 
of liquors to the tribes upon the Pacific 
Ocean islands and to the savages of Africa. 
But while it will be admitted that we will 
be conserving humane purposes by refus­ 
ing to sell “fire-water” to the island In­ 
dians and to the benighted of Africa, the 
thought will present itself that, unless 
other civilized nations act in like man­ 
ner, the heathen will not be benefited. 
Unless the Dominion authorities were in 
agreement with the United States Gov­ 
ernment in forbidding the sale of liquors 
to North American Indians, our refusal to 
sell would amount to little, and such will 
lie the ease in the present instance, unless 
all other nations join with us in this mat­ 
ter. However, if the bill becomes law, we 
will have the consolation of knowing that 
we have done what we could to attain the 
desired end. 


T h e report comes by wire that ice has 
taken such a jump upward in the Eastern 
market that the poor are likely to be great 
sufferers, by reason of the advance in the 
price of perishable food for which refrig­ 
erators have to be used in the summer. 
The last winter was a very mild one at the 
East, and the scarcity of ice is the natural 
resuit. But with the improved methods 
now employed for the manufacture of ice, 
it does seem a little strange that more 
factories have not lieen established. For, 
as we understand it, it has been demon­ 
strated that ice can lie made, under latest 
processes, at a cost not greater than that 
attaching to cutting, hauling and storing. 
If so, it is obviously tbe economic thing to 
do to manufacture rather than to store the 
natural product, since by manufacture the 
supply can always be made adequate for 
the demand. 


T h e death of Rev. Dr. Dwinell, so 
long a resident of Sacramento, removes one 
of those thoroughly upright and pure men 
whose lives are examples of good, and 
guides to all humanity. Dr. Dwinell was 
a man of generous instincts, of Christian 
consistency, of blameless conduct, of patri­ 
otic impulse and public spirit. In this 
community he had the respect and the 
esteem of all classes of people, and even 
those who least sympathized with [the re­ 
ligion of which he was so distinguished an 
exponent, did him the high honor of ac­ 
cording him credit for honesty of belief, 
sincerity of expression and fearlessness of 
advocacy. He was one of the men whose 
death is universally recognized as a loss to 
the community that is to be deeply de­ 
plored.

Ing of Fine Colts—K ing Thom as 
Showing Up.

It really looks as though the old-fash­ 
ioned circular race courses were doomed, 
at least so far as high class racing is con­ 
cerned. As far back as 1883, says the New 
York Spirit, we advocated “straightaways,’’ 
as we perceived the tendency toward rich 
stakes, large fields and heavy speculation 
with reduced distances. One of our most 
accomplished engineers has estimated that 
a horse running on the ontside of another 
horse for the distance of one mile on a cir­ 
cular track covered some Sfty feet more 
than the inside horse. This is bad enough, 
bat in shorter races, like six fnrlongs, it is 
in some respects worse, especially in view 
of the greater pace, and the horse which 
gets ofl behind has to go up on the outside, 
and in making the turn swings so wide 
that his chance is lost. It is this which 
causes variations of form aud the best 
horse is frequently beaten. 
Mr. Pierre Loriílard has for years been 
foremost in urging straightaways, as he 
has in everything progressive anri in keep­ 
ing with the new condition of racing af­ 
fairs.“Some of your horses seem to be back­ 
ward in point of condition. 
Your lot 
show speed enough, but several of them 
seem to stop. Your filly Kildeer got off 
bad and had to run around her field'. Had 
she got away wiih the leaders she would 
have w o d,” we suggested. 
“Well, I don’t expect to start mv good 
two-year-olds over round courses after this 
meeting." said Mr. Lorillard. “Hereafter 
I will race them only over straight courses, 
like those at Westchester, Monmouth Park 
and Coney Island. You can't get a true 
run race over round courses.” 
“No, unless your colt is first class, be 
cannot overcome his field in rounding the 
turns after he has got off in the rear.’’’ 
“Yes, the turns do it, especially when the 
field is large. A man isn't justified in 
backing a horse for any great amount.” 
"Don’t you think all races under a mile 
should be run over straight courses?” 
“Certainly, and horses should be tried 
over straights. I think I shall built a 
straightaway ball or three quarters at 
Rancocas. By having colts accustomed to 
run over straight courses they will run bet­ 
ter, and by tryiDg them over straights, such 
as they run their races over, you can get a 
more correct trial. This idea of training 
aud trying over a round track to run races 
on a straight causes mistakes.” 
Ca l if o r n ia 's g r ea t y e a r l in g s. 
The ninety odd yearlings sent from this 
county to New York last week were large 
strapping, fine-looking youngsters, and by 
to-day will be creating a sensation in New 
\o rk . Speaking of the consignment, the 
Spirit says: “Mr. Easton's great sale of 
Mr- Haggin’s yearlings, bred at the Rancho 
del Paso stod in California, will be held 
J une 16;h. At this sale one hundred head 
will be sold, by such renowned sires as the 
Australian bred Darebin and Sir Modred 
the Irish bred Kyrle Daly and tbe native 
sires, Joe Daniels, Warwick, Hyder Ali and 
Milner, and a colt by St Blaise, dam Maud 
Hampton, the dam of King Fox, Ban Fox 
Kiug Thomaa (the $40,000 yearling) and 
Stiver King, who last year sold for $22,000. 
In these days when two-year-old racing 
plays the most conspicuous figure of our 
turf the necessity is great for colts which 
mature early. 
The climate of California is most pro­ 
ductive of this,as shown by the fact that all 
the great trotting stars of the colt classes 
are Californians—Sunol, Stamboul, etc 
while such stars as El Rio Key, Emperor of 
Norfolk, Geraldine were all bred in the 
“glorious climate.” California bred colts 
are at least six months advanced in erowlh 
and maturity over those bred this side of 
the mountains.

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FROM THE PULPIT. 


SERMONS PREACHED IN SOME OF THE 
CHURCHES YESTERDAY. 


B e v . A . M. G r o n d e n D isc o u r ses on th e 


M od ern T e n d en cy to W rite — 


A n A p o sto lic L etter. 


At the m orning service at the First 
Christian Church yesterday, Rev. A. M. 
Growden preached an interesting sermon 
on the text: 
“ These things write I nnto 
thee, hoping to come unto thee shortly- 
B at if I tarry long, that thon m ayest 
know how thou oughtest to behave th y ­ 
self in the house of God, w hich is the 
church of the living God, the pillar and 
ground of the truth.”—1 T im othy iii., 
14-15. There are letters and letters. Of 
the vast mass of epistolary com m unications 
that pass through the Postoffice 
and 
weary the eyes, feet and hands of m ail 
agents, how m any are w orthy of preserva­ 
tion? 
M anyare not w orthy of the deliv­ 
ery that awaits them or the postage that 
adheres to them . 
W e are a nation of writers, but ofttimes 
the epistles are more volum inous than 
weighty, at least in thought. In olden 
days, before steam and electricity became 
our obedient servants, when weary feet 
had to travel m ountain and valley to de­ 
liver an epistle, men did not write so 
m uch, but every word was more thought­ 
fully written. 
Men took tim e to think. 
The epistles of the New Testam ent give 
proof of this. P aul’s epistles are pointed, 
brief, weighty. 
These two to Tim othy 
contain only 196 verses, yet w ithin them 
are treated the weightiest questions of 
church polity. M inute directions are given 
to those who would be leaders in the 
Church of God. The young preacher Tim ­ 
othy was laboring in the idolatrous citv of 
Ephesus. H itherto he had been the com­ 
panion of Paul, but now he had to stand 
alone, to fight his own battles, to use his 
own judgm ent. 
How many times in the battle of life has 
a white-winged messenger, penned by a 
firm, wise 
hand, strengthened us—one 
who knew our difficulties, and knew, too, 
how to counsel. Tim othy profited by the 
advice. 
Many young men learn only in 
the oft-times bitter school of experience— 
an excellent teacher, but a costly one to 
m any. H appy that young man who will 
listen reverently to the advice of the aged. 
Solomon has sa id : “A wise man will 
hear and will increase learning, and a man 
of understanding will attain unto wise 
counsels.” 
Paul, in this fourteenth verse, expresses 
the hope of personally visiting Tim othy, 
whom he loved as a father loves a dutiful 
son. How many hopes are never realized. 
Look at the receut accident at Oakland. 
Scan the faces of those passengers. Hope 
sparkles in their eyes and adds vivacity to 
their conversation, but a m om ent later all 
is darkness and gloom. Hope is tenacious 
—the last thing that dies w ithin us. 
Hope 
inspires every journey ; it is the life buoy 
that sustains us till a wave too great over­ 
whelms. 
Many an epistle closes: “ Hoping soon to 
see you.” 
But, a la s! the meeting will 
never be, unless it takes place in the world 
beyond, where waves of hopeless hope roll 
no more. 
That father expected to meet 
and bless his son, but the generous hands 
will never be placed, in this world, upon 
that young head. T hat daughter longed to 
gaze upon m other’s face just across the 
ferry, but she will have to cross the ferry 
at life’s term inal ere she gazes upon that 
loved torm . 
We may reach the Heaven 
above through cold wave, fiery conflagra­ 
tion or consuming disease. W hat matters ? 
It is only a mom entary passage—then 
eternity, in which to love and be loved. 
Casualties, calamities and dire accidents 
m ay be our friends, our ushers introducing 
us to the inhabitants of yonder perfect 
S' 
ere. 
' Heaven is just as near, and just as easily 
reached, from the submerged car, the deck 
of a burning vessel, or the exploded coal 
mine, as it íb from the couch in a darkened 
room where wife and children stand with 
sobs and tear-filled eyes. Paul accepts the 
fact of life's uncertainty, and like a m aster 
workm an points to that which is stable, 
upon which one may build with certainty. 
H e refers to the church, or house of God, 
It is God's enduring house. The only house 
that hath foundations. Christ is its corner­ 
stone. 
W hen man can destroy Christ then 
that building will totter, not before. In the 
ancient cities 
of Karnac, Thebes 
and 
A thens solitary pillars 
stand and elo­ 
quently speak of former greatness. Christ’s 
church is built as a pillar, its base resting 
upon earth, its capital held by the hand of 
omnipotence. Christ’s church was boin 
am id greatness, the greatness of God's 
presence in the Spirit on that eventful 
Pentecost just after Christ's ascension and 
coronation in Heaven. It has been grow­ 
ing greater ever since, leading into its 
blessed mem bership all kindreds, nations, 
tribes and tongues. It will have universal 
dominion y e t; prophecy hath spoken it. 
The dark ages could not destroy it. Mar­ 
tyrdom and persecution cannot. The waves 
of infidelity are churned into foam as they 
strike its base in mad career. The hand of 
the one who penned this affectionate letter 
was chained, but that hand to day is still 
exerti: g its power. The weightiest letters 
are these, read every day in the year 
throughout Christendom. ’ 
It is the church of the living God There 
are other gods, but they are dum b idois. 
T he great Diana was fam iliar to every citi­ 
zen of Ephesus—a dum b idol, as blind as 
its blind followers. The world has had 
m any religions, but one God; m any im ita­ 
tions of the true church, but one church 
for which Christ shed His blood. That 
church is built upon the truth that Jesus 
is the Christ. That truth binds the “living 
stones” of the tem ple together. The doc­ 
trines of the church are presided over by a 
God who lives. 
Paul contrasts the “ living 
God” with 
dead gods of heathenism , 
w hich bad ears, but heard not, eyes Dut 
saw not, hands but helned not. Paul also 
contrasts the “ living God” with the dead 
abstractions of philosophy, for there were 
those then, as now, who would substitute 
vague impersonal force for a Father whose 
warm heart yearns for u s ; that in life’s hard 
struggle we honor H im and strive to grow 
into the image of the Divine as it has been 
reflected from the face of Christ. 
As we look out on a world's sin and 
folly, evil at times seems to trium ph, but 
just as God reigns and heaven endures, 
victory will crown God's church. T ruth 
m ay be on the scaffold, wrong may now 
be on the throne, but let us remember 
“T hat scaffold sways th e future. 
And behind the dim unknow n 
E tandeth God w ithin th e shadow, 
KeepiDg w atch above Hts ow n.’’

they rest from their labors and tbeir works 
do follow them .” Those w hoin this church 
were led into the Kingdom of God by the 
m inistry of Dr. Dwineil will transm it this 
trnth and grace to others. 
Thus, as 
Tennyson teaches, “Our echoes roll from 
soul to soul, and grow forever and for­ 
ever.” 
This principle is of wide application. 
The editor who with wise words instructs 
anu directs the public m ind on social and 
political questions, is not merely serving 
the present generation, but is sending for­ 
ward into the granary of the future ideas 
and principles that will feed m en's intel­ 
lects and direct their energies long after 
the buBy brain that wrote them is still in 
death. Men of wealth m ay live in the 
future by using their wealth to build and 
endow hospitals, colleges, churches, in ­ 
stitutions th at will continue their beneficent 
work through all the coming ages. Life is 
w orth living, for it gives opportunities of 
nsefulnes8 that never die. Those who live 
for m oral and spiritual purposes set in 
motion forces that act as benedictions on 
every succeeding age. 
Their high and 
holy 
thonghts 
enlighten 
other souls, 
spiritualize other minds, transform other 
characters. 
God buries his workmen but 
carries on H is work. 
The service was closed by the congrega­ 
tion singing the hym n, “It is Not Death to 
Die.” 


LAMENTABLE AFFAIR 


A Y oung B r id e F a ta lly S h ot In a P la y fu l 
S tru g g le O ver a P isto l. 
A most distressing accident occurred on 
Saturday evening abont 9 o’clock, resulting 
in the death yesterday morning of Mrs. 
H am pton W hittaker (colored), who resides 
w ith her husband on Q street, between 
Seventeenth and Eighteenth. The couple 
were m arried only a m onth ago, and the 
deceased was formerly Miss Gracie Elbick, 
of Stockton. She was nineteen years of 
age. 
The death of Mrs. W hittaker was purely 
accidental, and the m anner in which it 
occurred was about as follows: The de­ 
ceased, with her husband and the latter’s 
mother, started from their house to attend 
the Caledonian picnic. W hittaker and his 
wife came out of the house first, and were 
waiting on the outside for the mother. 
They began to joke one another while 
standing at the gate, and the wife suddenly 
thrust her hand into her husband’s coat 
pocket. She felt a pistol, and attem pted to 
take it away from him . H e tried to pre­ 
vent her, but she finally succeeded in pull­ 
ing the weapon from his pocket, and then 
asked him w hat he wasgoiug to do with it. 
“ I promised to take it out to Gene 
Sm all,” said h e ; “so give it to m e.” 
“N either you nor Gene need this,” said 
she, “and I ’ll take it in the house.” 
W hittaker, seeing she was going to run 
away from him , grabbed her by the wrists. 
She threw up her arm s so that he could 
not reach the pistol, when suddenly the 
weapon was discharged. The wife dropped 
it from her grasp and reeled into her hus­ 
band’s arm s, exclaiming, “My God, I’m 
shot!” 
The m other ran out, the neighbors were 
sum moned, and the wounded lady was 
taken back into the house. 
Doctors were 
sent for, and in about an hour two arrived. 
They found that the ball had entered the 
left breast very close to the heart, and 
though every effort was made to save the 
injured lady, death ended her sufferings 
about four hours afterward. 
Before she expired, Mrs. W hittaker said 
it was all her own fault, and declared that 
her husband was not to blam e in the least. 
Chief of Police Drew was sum moned to 
the house about 4 o'clock yesterday m orn­ 
ing, and after exam ining into the facts he 
became fully convinced that the affair was 
purely accidental. 
The pistol was a 32 caliber weapon and 
bad no trigger guard. Chief Drew believes 
that in pulling it from her husband's 
pocket the ham m er was cocked.

“ W hen a good m an dies 
For vears beyond our ken 
T he light he leaves behind him 
Lies upon the paths of m en.” 
Such men as he rule our spirits from 
their own 
To live in hearts we leave be­ 
hind is not to die. 
The preacher went on 
to show the working of this principle in 
life 
Andrew brought his brother Peter to 
Jesus and Peter, years after, by one sermon 
led 3 000 
s o u l s into the Kingdom. If we 
live to some purpose 
if we help some 
brother in the way of life, he will continue 
the good work w h e n we have passed «way.

H e then ran up Seventh street to L, 
where he m et a tamale-vender, who as­ 
sisted him into the saloon on the corner of 
Seventh and L streets. 
A carriage was 
sent for and he was taken to the Receiving 
H ospital, where he was shortly afterward 
attended by City Physician C. B. Nichols. 


DBIYEN TO IT BY PERSECUTION. 
A R ecoed-Union reporter saw the un­ 
fortunate young man while his wound was 
being dressed, and he told his story briefly, 
in sentences broken by sobs, and w hile the 
tears streamed from his eyes. 
It was the 
story of one whose life had been ruined, as 
claimed, by those from whom he had a 
right to expect better treatm ent. 
“Fourteen m ouths ago,” he said, “ I m ar­ 
ried the danghter of Jam es M urphy, who 
keeps a barbershop on K street, between 
Fifth and Sixth, and ever since the family 
have been m aking trouble between my 
wife and me. I became broken up in busi­ 
ness, and they tried to get her away from 
me. She went home, w hile I went away 
to try and once more build myself up. 
I 
got work in San Francisco, and she came 
there, as a good wife should, and stayed 
with me. 
“A few days ago she came home on a 
visit, and the first thing I knew of any­ 
thing being wrong was the receipt of’a 
bundle of papers showing that she had 
commenced 
SUIT FOE DtVOBCE. 
“I hastened up here as soon as I could 
and went to her father’s house to-night to 
see her and ask what it m eant. I went 
upon the porch and saw them all inside 
m aking merry. There was m y wife at the 
piano, playing, and others were singing, 
and all seemed happy but me. 


THEN I BECAME DESPESATE, 
And pulled my pistol from my pocket and 
shot myself, intending to end my life then 
and there, as I had nothing more to live 
for. As soon as I shot I threw the pistol 
into the yard. Then I saw M urphy rush 
for the door, and I ran out of the yard. 
He pursued me with a pistol, and I sought 
the assistance of the first person I met. 
Oh, nobody knows how the M urphys have 
hounded m e!” 


NATURE OF THE WOUND. 
By this tim e the doctor had examined 
and dressed the wound. The bullet en­ 
tered the right breast at the nipple and 
passed out just under the arm pit. A ppa­ 
rently it was not a dangerous wound, but 
if the ball passed through the lung serious 
results may follow. 


THE FATHEE-IN-LAW TALKS. 
Just as the reporter was about to go to 
the Murphy residence for further inform a­ 
tion in regard to the causes which led 
Phillips to make the attem pt upon his life, 
M urphy himself appeared at the police 
station. H e at first affected to know soth- 
ing about his son-in-law having been shot, 
and said he had come for a w arrant to have 
him arrested. 
“Arrested for what?” asked the reporter. 
“W hy, for—for—well, for shooting in 
m y front yard.” 
“Did you chsse him away from vour 
house to-night?” 
“Yes, the s o n --------------------! ” replied 
Murphy. “ W hat business had he around 
my house? ” 
Then he launched forth in a torrent of 
coarse abuse of the young m an who lay 
groaniDg with pain on a cot in an adjoining 
room. H e declared that Philips was a 
worthless fellow and that his wife had sued 
him for a divorce because he was of no 
account. 
WHAT OTHERS SAY. 
Those who claim to know Phillips in ti­ 
mately state that he is an industrious,worthy 
young m an, and would have prospered in 
his business here if he had not been ham ­ 
pered by his wife’s family. H e had a well- 
stocked jewelry store, is a good workm an, 
and a year ago seemed to be doing well. 
H e is a young m an of pood address, 
and, it is said, stands well in the com­ 
m unity.

SENSATIONAL SHOOTING. 


A C hase for a C hild an d S ubsequent 
Spilling o f B lood. 
M o n tre a l. Ja n e 
8th.—A 
sensational 
shooting affair occurred at 4 o’clock this 
afternoon on St. Catherine street, the re­ 
sult of which is that Eugene Cowles, son 
of the late E dm und Cowles, the well- 
known editor of Cleveland, Ohio, is in the 
General Hospital with a bullet wound in 
his neck, which may result in his death. 
Cowles and his wife, who is the daughter 
of a Mr. Hale, a wealthy Cleveland banker, 
have not been living together for some 
tim e. Cowles has been in business in 
Lockport, N. Y., and his health failing 
here, he recently determined to go on a 
trip. 
H e made a visit to Cleveland to see 
his m other and friends, and on leaving 
there last Monday took with him his 10- 
year-old daughter Florence, unknown to 
her mother. 
The child’s absence was soon discovered 
and a search began. 
W hen Mrs. Cowles 
learned that her husband had taken the 
child, she at once began suit for divorce, 
and an order was issued by the Court giv­ 
ing her possession of the child, pending a 
hearing of the case. 
Cowles had gone to Toronto, and thither 
went Mrs. Cowles, accompanied by her 
brother, sister and attorney. Judge Inger- 
soll of Cleveland. 
W hen they reached 
Toronto they found that Cowles had gone 
to Montreal, taking the child with him . 
He had previously said he was willing to 
have an interview with his wife, but 
would talk with no one else. It is alleged 
that his object was to obtain an additional 
allowance. 
Four m onths ago. on thedeath 
of his father, he was cut off with an allow­ 
ance of $2.560. 
Previous to this, it is as­ 
serted, he had been living at a rapid rate 
in company with a woman of questionable 
character, named 
Claia 
Lienenschlous. 
She is at present at St. Catherines, having 
followed Cowles there from Buffalo. 
Cowles has been twice to Europe with 
the woman, and on one occasion had to 
cable to his wife to come to his aid. 
8he 
did so, but when he recovered from an ill­ 
ness left her and returned with another 
woman to America 
On another occasion 
he lived with her in San Francisco, they 
occupying adjoining rooms, and he alleg­ 
ing that she was his widowed sister. 
The pursuing party arrived in Montreal 
this m orning and an interview was ar­ 
ranged. Cowles in the m orning took the 
child to a convent and instructed the 
Mother Superior not to give her up w ith­ 
out a written order from him .

T he F am o u s D ancing P la c e to be Sold 
on th e Eve o f W aterlo o . 
B russels. June 8tfi.—The anniversary of 
the battle of W aterloo is approaching and 
it now transpires that on that very day one 
of tbe most interesting relics of the famous 
struggle will be sold at public auction. It 
is nothing less than the now long-deserted 
brewery in Rue de la Blancbisserie, in the 
huge upper room of which was held the 
Duchess of Richm ond's famous ball on the 
eve of W aterloo. 
Traces still rem ain of 
the tem porary passageway 
which con­ 
nected this improvised ball-room with the 
Duchess of Richm ond's own drawing-room 
in the house on Rue des Cendres, which is 
now occupied by a church sisterhood. T hat 
such a historic place should be sold at auc­ 
tion, and then probably torn down, and 
that on the very anniversary of Waterloo, 
is regarded as disgraceful in the extreme. 
There has been talk in England of raising 
a fund for the purchase and preservation 
of the building, but nothing definite has 
yet been done. 
There are still a few survivors of the 
company at that famous ball, and chief 
among them is the dowager Lady De Ros, 
whose niece. Lady Blessborough, was one 
of the bridesmaids at the wedding of 
Queen Victoria. 
Lady De Ros at the time 
oi W aterloo was known as Lady Georgina 
Lennox, and was the daughter of the Duke 
and Duchess of Richm ond, who gave the 
ball. As the daughter of the host and hostess 
she was a conspicuous and favored per­ 
sonage and danced w ith all the illustrious 
men 
present, including 
“ Brunsw ick’s 
Fated Chieftain.” 
8he is now 95 years old, 
with health and faculties unim paired.

Represented. 
[From the S. F. Spirit of the Times.] 
W e have but one object in view in the 
ideas we advance in connection with the 
W orld’s F air at Chicago, and that the ab­ 
solute success of California in all she under­ 
takes in connection with the great exposi­ 
tion. To us it does not weigh as a feather 
who manages the arrangements necessary 
to give the State a standing at Chicago. So 
long as they bring back the glorious form 
of California, w ith the word success adorn­ 
ing her brow. There sre plenty able, intel­ 
ligent and patriotic men w ithin her borders 
who can accomplish so great a desideratum. 
Men who, having the interests of the State 
at heart, would faithfully, honestly and 
loyally do their duty in the different posi­ 
tions they m ight be called upon to fill.

In the display that Califor­ 
nia will make as a State, ahe will do so by 
and with the aid of the counties of the 
State, aDd, therefore, each county con­ 
tributing should receive the full meed of 
praise and advantage of her contribution. 
Of the fifty-three counties of the State we 
do not believe there is one county not in a 
position to display some advantage worthv 
of national notice and commendation, and, 
therefore, we again say, we hope each and 
every county in the State will, w ithout de­ 
lay, consider the part California is to take 
in the W orld’s Fair, and by their own 
local interest in the great event contribute 
to the enduring success of the State.
